The Text of the Message. 


The following is the president’s message 
vetoing the seigniorage bill:

Ury, and for other purposes.” My strong

Treasury Purchases. 

“Between the lith day of August, 1890, 
When the law became operative, and the 
Ist day of November, 1893, when the clause 
it contained directing the purchase of sil- 
ver was repealed, there were purchased by 
the secretary of the treasury more than 
163,000,000 ounces of silver bullion, and in 
payment for the bullion the guvernment 
issued its treasury notes of various denom- 
inations amounting to nearly  $156,000,000, 
Which notes were immediately added to the 
currency in circulation among our people. 

“such notes were, by law, made. legal 
tender in payment of all debts, public and 
private, except when otherwise expressly 
Stipulated, and were made receivable for 
customs, taxes and ali public dues, and 
when so received might be reissued. They 
were also permitted. to be held by banking 
associations as a part of their lawful re- 
serves. On demand of holders, these treas- 
ury notes were to be redeemed in gold or 
silver coin, in the discretion of the secretary 
of the treasury, but it was declared as a 
part of this redemption provision that it 
was ‘the established policy of the United 
States to maintain the two metals on a 
parity with each other upon the present 
legal ratio or such ratio as may be provid- 
ed by law.’ 

“Money coined from such bullion was to 
be standard silver dollars, and ait direct- 
ing the immediate coinage of a little iess 
than 28,000,000 ounces, the law provided that 
as much of the remaining bullion should be 
thereafter coined as might be 
necessary to provide for the redemption of 
the treasury notes issued on its purchase, 
and that ‘any gain or seigniorage arising 
from such coinage shall be accounted for 
and paid into the treasury.’ 

“This gain or seigniorage evidently indi- 
cates so much bullion owned by the govern- 
ment as shouid remain after using a suf- 
ficient amount to coin as many standard 
Silver dollars as should equal in number 
the dollars represented by treasury notes is- 
sued in payment of the entire quantity of 
bullion. These treasury notes now out- 
standing and in circulation amount to $132,- 
961,280, and although there has been thus 
far but a comparatively small amount of 
this bullion coined, yet the so-called gain or 
seigniorage, as above defined, which would 
arise from the coinage of the entire mass, 
has been easily ascertaind’io be a quantity 
of bullion sufticiens to make when coined 
tifty-live millions, one hundred and fifty-six 
thousand six hundred and eighty-one stand- 
ard silver dollars. 

As to Parity. 

“Considering the present intrinsic rela- 
tion between gold and silver the mainten- 
ance of the parity between the two metals, 
as mentioned in this law, can mean nothing 
less than the maintenance of such parity 
in the estimation and contidence of the 
people who-use our money in their daily 
transactions. Manifestly, maintenance of 
this parity can only be accomplished so far 
as it is affected by these treasury notes and 
in the estimation of thé holders. of. the 
same by giving to such holders, on their 
redemption, the coin, whether it is gold or 
Silver, whichever they prefer. It follows that 
while, in terms, the Jaw leaves the choice 
ef the coin to bé paid'on such rédemption 
to the discretion of the secretary of the 
the exercise of this dis- 

oppesed to the demands 
of the holder, ts. entirely inconsis- 
tent with the effective and beneficial main- 
tenance of the parity between the two 
metals. 

“If both gold and silver are to serve us 
as money, and if they tegether are to sup- 
ply to our people a safe and stable cur- 
rency, the necessity of preserving this pari- 
ty is obvious. 

“Such necessity has been repeatedly con- 
ceded in the platforms of both political 
parties and in our federal statutes. It is 
nowhere more emphatically recognized than 
in the recent law which repealed the pro- 
vision under which the bullion now on hand 
was purchased. This law insists upon the 
maintenance of the parity in the value 
of the coins of the two metals and ‘the 
equai power of every dollar at al! times 
in the markets and in payment of debts.’ 
The secretary of the treasury has, there- 
fore. for the best of reasons not only 
promptly complied with every demand for 
the redemption of these treasury notes in 
gold, but the present situation as well as 
the letter and spirit of the law appear 
plainly to justify, if they do not enjoin, 
upon him the continuation of such redemp- 
tion. 

Conditions Summarized. 

“The conditions I have thus endeavored 
to present may be thus summarized: 

‘i. The government has purchased and 
now has on ‘hand sufficient silver bullion 


jars necessary to redeem in such dollars, 
the treasury notes issued for the purpose 
of said silver bullion, and enough besides to 
coin as a gain or seigniorage fifty-five mil- 
lion one hundred and fifty-six thousand six 
hundred and eighty-one additional standard 
silver dollars. 

“2. There are outstanding and now in 
circulation treasury notes issued in payment 
of bullion purchased amounting to $182,- 
953,280. These notes are legal tender in pay- 
ment of all debts, public and private, ex- 
cept when otherwis? expressly stipulated. 
They are receivable for customs, taxes and 
all public dues. When held by banking as- 
sociations, they may be counted as a part 
of their lawful reserves and they are re- 
deemed by the government in gold at the 
option of the holder. These advantageous 
attributes were deliberately attached to 
these notes at the time of their issue. They 
are fully understood by our people to whom 
such notes have been distributed as cur- 
rency, and have inspired confidence in their 
safety and value, and have undoubtedly 
thus induced their continued and contented 
use as money instead of anxiety for their 
redemption.

Congress Did Not Think So. 

“The entire bill is most unfortunately con- 
structed. Nearly every sentence presents 
uncertainty and invites controversy as to 
its meaning and intent. 

“The first section is especially faulty in 
this respect, and it is extremely doubtful 
Whether its language will permit the con- 
summation of its supposed purposes.

Gold, Goid, Gold. 

“In my judgment sound finance déees not 
commena the further infusion of silver 
into our currency at this time, unaccompa- 
nied by furcher adequate provisions for the 
maintenance in our treasury of a safe goid 
reserve. 

“Voubts also arise as to the meaning and 
construction of the second section ef the 
bill. if the silver dollars therein directed to 
be coined are, as the section provides, to be 
heid in the treasury tor the redemption of 
treasury notes. it 1S suggested that, strictly 
Speaking, certificates cannot be issued on 
such coin ‘in the manner now provided by 
law,’ because these dollars are money held in 
the treasury tor the express purpose of re- 
deeming treasury notes, on demand, which 
would ordinarily mean that they were set 
apart for the purpose of substituting tncu. 
tor the treasury notes. 

“They are not, therefore, held in such way 
as to furnish a basts for certificates accord- 
ing to any provision of existing law. If, how- 
ever, Silver certificates can properly be is- 
Sued upon these dollars, there is nothing 
in the section to indicate the characteris- 
tics and functions of these certificates. If 
they were to be of the same character as 
silver certificates in circulation under exist- 
ing laws, they would at best be receivable 
only for customs, taxes and all public dues; 
and under the language of this section it 
is to say the least extremely doubtful wheth- 
er the certificates it contemplates would 
be lawfully received even for such purposes. 
Whatever else may’ be said of the uncer- 
tainties of expression in this bill, they cer- 
tainly ought not to be found in legislation 
affecting subjects so important and far- 
reaching as our finances and currency. 

Supposing Notes Were Issued. 

“In stating other and more important 
reasons for my disapprovai of this secrion, 
I shall, however, assume that under its 
provisions the treasury notes issued in pay- 
ment for silver bullion wiil continue to be re- 
deemed as heretofore in silver or gold at 
the option of the holders, and that if, when 
they are presented for redemption or reach 
the treasury in any other manner, there are 
in the treasury coined silver dollars equal 
im nominal value to such treasury notes, 
then, and in that case, the notes will be 
destroyed and silver certificates to an eqial 
amount be substitued. 

“I am convinced that this scheme is ill- 
advised and dangerous. As the ultimatere- 
sult of its operation treasury notes, wlich 
are legal tender for all debts, public and 
private and which are redeemabie in zold 
and silver at the option of the holder, will 
be replaced by siiver certificates wlich, 
whatever may be their character and de- 
Scription will have none of these quaities. 

“In anticipation of the result, and a an 
immediate effect, treasury notes will nat- 
urally appreciate in value and desirablity. 
The fact that gold can be realized upon 
them and the further fact that thei: de- 
struction has been decreed when they rach 
the treasury, must tend to their withdmwal 
from general circulation, to be immedately 
presented for gold redemption or to be 
hoarded for presentation at a more con- 
venient season.

“This is an exact reversal of the policy 
which safe finance dictates if we are to 
preserve the parity between gold and silver 
and maintain sens:ibie bimetallism. 

‘We have now outstanding more than 
$338,000,000 of dollars in siiver certificates 
issued under existing laws. They afe serv- 
ing the purpose ef money usefully and with- 
out question. Our gold reserve, amountigg 
to a little more than $100,000,000, 1s directiy 
charged. with the redemption of $346,0uU,0u0 
of United States bonds. 

“When it is proposed to inflate our silver 
currency it is time for strengthening our 
gold reserve instead of depleting it. I can- 
not conceive of a longer step toward silver 
monometallism than we take when we spend 
our gold to buy silver certificates for cir- 
culation, especially in view of the practi- 
cal difficulties surronding the repienish- 
ment of our gold. 

An Appeal for Bonds, 

“This leads me to earnestly present the 
desirability of granting to the secretary 
of the treasury better powe: than now 
exists to issue bonds to protect our gold 
reserve when for any reason it should be 


necessary. Our currency is in such a con- 
fused condition and our finanmal affairs

Hon. F. C. Tate says: “I think the 
message @&@ very weak paper and that Mr.

The demo- 
crats generally are both disappointed and 
displeased. Their principal thought is that 
we ought to pass the bill over his veto. 
Two-thirds of the democrats at any rate 
would vote that way. As to the effect of 
the veto on the party I think there is a 
mistaken view. The democratic party is 
greater than Mr. Cleveland or any other 
one man and the democrats should stand 
by the party and its principles. There is 
no reason why any man should leave the 
party because Mr. Cleveland is not in line 
with it on the financial question.

I 
will gladly vote to pass the bill over his 
veto and will never vote to issue bonds, 
as he recommends.”’ 

A Double Mistake. 

Hon. Rufus E. Lester said: ‘“TI do not 
approve the veto message. I think it is a 
mistake, both politically and economically. 
There will have to be. a new line of some 
sort struck out by which we can reach 
the true principles of the party and restore 
the prosperity of the people. I am not 
ready yet to say how I think that can be 
done.”’ 

Mr. Bryan, of Nebraska, says: ‘Mr. 
Cleveland “has repudiated the democratic 
platform and disregarded the wishes of 
those who elected him. The states which 
gave him over two-thirds of the 276 elec- 
toral votes that he received cast only six 
votes in the house and senate against the 
bill. Now the question arises which is the 
democratic party—Cleveland or those who 
elected him. The states south of the Po- 
tomac and west of the Mississippi rivers 
cast only four democratic votes against the 
bill. wnile not a single vote was cast for 
it by the New England states, New Jersey, 
Maryland and Delaware, and only four 
for it by New York and Pennsylvania. Mr. 
Cleveland has joined himself to the east 
and republican states and it only remains 
for the south and west to repudiate his 
financial policy and join together to restore 
the gold and silver coinage of the constitu- 
tion. The fight is on and the south and 
west will win.’’

Opinions About the Veto. 

The Constitution sought Phrief expressions 
of opinions from prominent Georgians and 
representative business men of Atlanta yes- 
terday with respect to tue president’s veto 
of the Bland biil with results that follow: 

Governor .vorthen: “i am really too busy 
with the hearing o1 delegations advancing 
the claims of candidates for the senatorial 
appointment just at this time to give any 
considerable interview about anything, but 
I will take time to tell you what I have 
just Wired a New York paper. The paper 
telegraphed me for my opinion as to how 
the veto is received in Georgia and I @vired 
in responsed, ‘sy a vast and overwhelming 
majority the people of Georgia oppose the 
president’s course.’ I am of the opinion 
that President Cleveland has done that 
Which he will be criticised for right keenly 
by the southern democracy. The people of 
Georgia had faith in the pledges of the 
platform, They will be sorely disappointed.” 

General Phil Cook, secretary of state: “Oh, 
it is a terrible bolw to the party. The veto 
is in direct violation of the party platform. 
The spirit of the platform was for a more 
liberal currency and for the free coinage of 
silver. The Bland bill was along this line, 
and the president’s action is far from being 
faithful to the promises made at the Chica- 
go convention by the democratic party to 
the. people. I am at a loss to know what 
can be coming next. Nothing could have 
been more positive than the pledge of the 
piatform to some desirable method of en- 
larging the currency for the people by put- 
ting silver along with gold. The presi- 
dent’s veto is going todo much harm to the 
party as well as the best interests of the 
country.’’ 

Captain W. A. Wright, comptroller gen- 
eral: ‘‘It is, indeed, hard to calculate the 
harin that will come of this act of the 
president. The democracy of the south will 
cry aloud against it; has been crying aloud 
against it ever since it was left with the 
president to decide the question. The 
Bland bill ought to have become a law. It 
was the faithful promise of the party to 
the people of the republic. Congress knew 
it and passed it. Cleveland knew it and 
vetoed it. It cannot be said that this is the 
fault of the party representatives for they 
did their duty. Mr. Cleveland has proven 
that he is the wrong man for the place 
the yeople gave him. I thought at the 
very first that he would promptly veto the 
bill, for I have been of the belief all the 
time that he was out of harness with his 
party, but when he hesitated I then hoped 
that he would be persuaded to sign the bill 
by the overpowering appeals of the great 
mass of the people. Therefore, while I 
would not have been surprised if he had 
vetoed it promptly, I am surprised that 
after hearing the voice of the people at 
large he has vetoed it to please the bankers 
and bondholders of the east.’’ 

Colonel S. D. Bradwell, state school com- 
missioner: ‘It is the worst blow to the 
south yet.

“How did you come to meet her again?’ 

“She sent me a letter telling me to come 
to mee her about a legal matter. I do not 
know where that letter is, but with an un- 
aided memory I should say I kept it, as 
Was my habit, but it has been searched for 
by my son and my partner, Mr. Shelby, 
without success.” 

‘“‘Did you write to her?’ 

“Yes, 1 wrote to her, and I have a very 
distinct recollection that I told her if she 
would tell me the nature of the business, 
or would call on me if she were in Ken- 
tucky I would be glad to help her.” 

“Did you receive any other letter from 
her?”’ 

“Yes.” 

“Was it this one?” said Major Butter- 
worth, handing the defendant the alleged 
forged note dated July 20, 1884. 

Judge Wilson immediately objected to 
having this writing placed in evidence, and 
Major Butterworth passed it over for the 
time being. 

Colonel Breckinridge said said the next 
time he saw Miss rollard was at the Wes- 
leyan university in Cincinnati. He had gone 
to Covington on legal business and remem- 
bered this letter whiue there, so he went 
across the river to see the writer. He sent 
up his card and Miss Pollard came down, 
almost immediately and said, “I Suppose 
you were surprised to receive such a letter 
from a school girl.’’ I said laughingly 
that I supposed she had somewhat exagger- 
ated things when she thought the matter 
“was worse than a divorce case.”’ This is 
a quotation from the alleged forged letter. 

Major Butterworth then made an appeal 
to the judge to admit the dubious letter to 
evidence. He contended that 1t was simi- 
lar in penmanship, according to the testimo- 
ny of experts, to the admitted writing of 
the plaintiff, and he quoted a decision of 
the United States supreme court to show 
that writings identified with other writings 
by experts, as this had been, were clearly 
entitled to admission as evidence, and had 
been so admitted. Mé¢jor Butterworth said 
th. defense proposed to offer this writing 
that the jury might examine and determine 
whether the plaintiff wrote it or not. 

Colonel Breckinridge sat down during this 
argument and listened intently. As he sat 
there in the witness stand he looked older 
than he did when the trial began. His white 
hair and moustache colored at the end, ana 
short, white beard made him a picturesque 
figure. He was cool and dignified. 

Judge Wilson argued against the admis- 
sion of the letter as evidence and threw rid- 
icule upon expert testimony. 

Judge Bradley decided to admit the letter 
to evidence on the statement of the defen- 
dant that he had received it, and had men- 
tioned it to the plaintiff without contradiction 
or correction on her part, and also on the 
testimony of the experts. He would have 
admitted it, he said, on the testimony of 
the experts alone. The comparison of the 
disputed letter ana the letter acknowledged 
to have been written by Miss Pollard might 
be made by the jury. It seemed to han that 
all this controversy was more a shadow 
than a substance, because this letter had 
been published in the newspapers and had 
been probably read by the jury. 

Hard on the Newspapers. 

‘Newspaper enterprise was a very good 
thing, but it was sometimes carried too far. 
That was enterprise with a vengeance. 
Anywhere else it would be punished as a 
contempt of court. It was a contempt of 
court, committed within the very precincts 
of the court where the copy was made. 
He did not think that the newspaper men 
who secured that letter knew they were do- 
ing harm, but it was an act of gross impro- 
priety, and he hoped it would not be re- 
peated. If it were he would punish the of- 
fender. Its publication might cause the case 
to be decided one way or the other, and the 
wrong thus done could not be righted. 

Major Butterworth then read the disput- 
ed letter as heretofore published. 

Colonel Breckinridge resumed his interrupt- 
ed story of his meeting with Miss Pollard 
at Wesleyan college. 

“TT was standing in a window when she 
came in. She shook hands and said she hac 
rather astonished me by her statement of 
the gravity of the case. I said, jokingly, 
that I presumed it was not so grave as a 
divorce suit. We sat down near a window 
looking out into the street—she on a divan 
and I on a chair. She then told me the cir- 
cumstances of her trouble with Rodes, and 
that was the first I heard of it. Up to this 
time I had not Known who the mother of 
the plaintiff was, but 1 «new who her father 
was. She told me that she lived with her 
aunt, who married York Keen. I knew who 
she was then. I said I had known York 
Keen also at school and subsequently as a 
soldier in the regiment of my brother, Robert 
Breckinridge, and liked him. She then told 
me about Rhodes. She said she liked him 
and respected him; they had made a con- 
tract by which he was to pay for her edu- 
cation on condition that she should marry 
him. She said that Rodes was pressing 
her for the money she owed him and that 
unless she paid him, he would compel her 
to marry him, and asked if Rodes could 
compel her to marry him. I tol dher that I 
knew of no law which would compel her to 
marry Rodes. I asked her why she didn't go 
to her mother about it, and she said the con- 
tract had caused much unpleasantness in 
her family and she could not bring it before 
her mother. I asked her why she did not 
go to her grandfather or her uncle, but she 
said she could not. She spoke with such a 
grave face that I suspected something more 
serious was the cause of her refusal to mar- 
ry thhim. She drew out her handkerchief and 
acted in a very nervous way, and 1 walked 
over to the window. She came over to the 
window and after standing there a minute, 
I made a motion as if to go. Then she said: 
‘Oh, 1 have nobody to tell. I don’t know 
anybody except you. I paused, and then she 
said witb an effort, ‘| don’t want to marry 
him; I don’t want to have a whole house 
full of children like mamma and Aunt Lou, 
and I refused to marry him.’ Then with a 
great effort she said, ‘There is another rea- 
son why I1 should marry Mr. Rodes. I 
have given hir a higher proof that I intend- 
ed to keep my Contract.’ I looked at her, 
and then, aiter a pause, told her that she 
should marry Rodes. She said she could 
not do it—she had now an education and 
did not want to bury herself. 

“I said that Rodes had her in his power 
and that unless she married him this thing 
might come up against her at any time. 
She insisted that she could not marry him, 
and said: ‘Oh, well, he will always want 
to marry me anyhow, so there is no use for 
hurry.’ 

‘Tne conversation then drifted to other 
things. She said she had an ambition to be 
an authoress and thought she had some 
talent in that direction. Mention was made 
of some concert where some cornetist was 
to play that night, and she said she would 
like to go. It was ata place on Vine Street 
Hill and as I had never been up there and 
wanted to see the inclined railway, I said 
I would take her, and asked if she could 
get permission. She said she could, and 
after asking me to bring a carriage, left 
the room and a minute later a young man 
came in, who said he had met me and intro- 
duced himself as Mr. Brewn, the son of the 
president of the college.

that he took her next day to the house of 
Mrs. Rose, and that he had sent a bogus 
telegram to Miss Pollard signed with her 
mother’s name to secure permission for her 
to go to Lexngton. Miss Pollard testitied 
to ail these things. He had nothing to do 
with Miss Pollard’s going to Sayre institute 
at Lexington and knew nothing of her being 
there until he met her on the street in Lex- 
ington. 

“How long did your drive last?” (Refer- 
ring to the carriage drive from Wesleyan 
college.) 

“We got back about 10 o’clock, I think, 
and it is my impression that there were 
people on the steps of the college when 
we came back.’”’ 

Colonel Breckinridge denied that he had 
ever mentioned the name of his first wife 
or spoke of his dead little boy or said any- 
thing whatever about his past joys or sor- 
rows in the ride to the concert, as Miss 
Pollard haa claimed. 

“Did you make any protestation of af- 
fection or make any love to the plaintiff on 
| that ride?” asked Major Butterworth. 

‘‘None whatever.” 

“Did you go to hear the concert that 
night?” 

“No, we did not. When we had driven 
a little way we came to two roads that 
diverged and the driver took the lefthand 
road at hher order.” 

“How did you come to take that lefthand

I had a 
headache, and when we came to the di- 
verging roads, she said perhaps 1 would 
like to drive out in the cool instead of go- 
ing into the hot, gaslight concert room, 
I said I did not know much about music, 
and I did not care, so when we came to 
the diverging roads she told the driver to 
turn to the left. The windows were open.’’ 

“State, colonel, just what tcok place in 
that carriage ride.’’ 

“T cannot repeat exactly what was said. 
After we ‘had turned to the left and had 
ridden some distance, I should say fifteen 
or twenty minutes, maybe a little longer, 
she was talking about her desire to be- 
come an authoress and said something 
about George Eliot. During the conversa- 
tion she took off her hat and I leaned for- 
ward to put it on the front seat, and I 
put my arms around her. There was no 
protestations of love on my part so far as 
I can recollect. There was no offer of love; 
no artifice; no nothing—except I put my 
arm around her and drew her to me. What 
occurred was with willing complaisance 
on ‘her part.’’ 

Madeline Pollard heard this story with a 
curl of scorn on her lips. Once she half 
rose in her chair and was drawn back by 
her attorney, Mr. Carlisle. 

“How long did you drive after these im- 
proper demonstrations ?’’ 

“Very soon afterward we turned around 
and drove back, and she got out of the 
carriage.” — 

“What conversation did you have on your 
return? What did you talk about?’’ 

“We turned around and there was hardly 
a word spoken until we got close to the 
city. I had taken out of my pocket under 
the gaslight an envelope. I was in the 
habit of carrying undirected stamped en- 
velopes when I was absent from home. I 
took out one of these blank envelopes. She 
was on my left hand side in the carriage, 
and I put my hand in my pocket; put 
something into the envelope and put it into 
her hand. She refused to accept it. I 
said: ‘There are a great many little things 
that you need—things that you will have to 
have.’ She declined to accept it. We got 
nearer to the town and as we got out of 
the carriage I put it into her hand and 
shut it and then opened the carriage door. 
She got out. -I bade her good night. She 
went up the steps. I got into the carriage, 
and the carriage drove on.”’ 

‘‘What was in the envelope?’ 

“A bill.’’ 

‘How much?’ 

“My recollection of it was that it was a 
ten-dollar bill.’’ 

Miss Pollard’s excitement had been near- 
ing the hysterical while Colonel Breckin- 
ridge was telling this part of his story. 
When he said he had given her money, she 
made an effort as though to rise. Mr. Car- 
lisle said something to her and she sat 
down, leaning forward, however, as if about 
to spring. lt was plain that Miss Pollard 
was losing control of herself and it took 
many pats on the back and many whispered 
words from Mr. Carlisle to restore her to 
composure. 

‘When did you see her next?” was Major 
Butterworth’s next question. 

“I saw her the next evening. I think it 
was about 4:20 o’clock, on the train for 
Lexington,’’ answered the defendant. 

‘State what took place on that train.’’ 

“I did not Know at first that she was on 
the train. I had no reason to believe she 
knew I was on that ti:@in and I had not toid 
her I was going on that train because, on 
the evening before, when I had been with 
her I did not even know myself that I was 
going.’’

WILL RESIST IT. 


People of South Carolina Will Keep 
Spies Out of Their Houses. 
Charleston, S. C., March 29.—Great ex- 
citement has prevailed in Darlington, the 
courthouse town of Darlington county, for 
the last two or three days, owing to the 
presence of a gang of dispensary spies and 
trreats to raid private dwellings. The town 
pecple did not resist raids of “blind tigers,” 
but armed themselves to protect private 

dwellings. 

Special trains today bore companies or 
citizens from the neighboring tows of 
Sumter and Florence to aid the people of 
Darlington in defense of their homes. So 
far the spies have not dared to invade a 
private dwelling. This afternoon a joint 
meeting of citizens of Darlington and those 
from Sumter and Florence, who had come to 
their assistance, was held and the following 
resolutions were adopted: 

‘Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that a man’s home is his castle, 
and that he is entitled to defend the same 
against all unreasonable searches. 

**Resolved 2. That, in the counties of Dar- 
lington, Ficrence and Sumter, searches of 
private residences, private rooms and pri- 
vate apartments used hy the owners as their 
dwellings, and not as places of trade, shal! 
be neither tolerated nor permitted, and we 
hereby pledge ourselves to resist all such 
unlawful depredations. 

“Resolved 3. That the citizens of Dar- 
lington, Florence and Sumter hereby mutu- 
ally pledge each other to support each oth- 
er in resisting all such unlawful acts, and 
we invite the co-operation of all other law- 
abiding and liberty-loving people.”

WARM IN THE HOUSE 


Republicans Are Surly and Get Noisy 
bl Obstinate, 


TOM REED REFUSES TO OBEY 


Speaker Crisp Appoints Him a Teller to 
Poll the Members—Payne, of New 
York, Gets Stubborn. 


Washington, March 29.—(Special.)—There 
was a very brisk time of it in the house 
this evening. It grew out of the contested 
election cases. The republicans have been 
very ugly over the dose of their own med- 
icine, which is being administered to them. 
Payne, of New York, one of their leaders, 
got very loud and bolSterous because Speak- 
er Crisp refused to entertain a motion to 
adjourn after a vote by tel- 
lers had been ordered by the 
house, but had not been taken. The 
speaker had named Payne ag one of the 
tellers. Payne refused to take his place as 
such. The speaker said that as Payne 
!would not act he would appoint Reed. Reed 
refused sullenly. There was now an uproar. 
Payne was very loud. The gpeaker or- 
dered him to take his seat. He refused. 
The speaker sent the sergeant-at-arms to 
him with the mace, but Payne said that he 
would sit down when he got ready. Many 
were talking at once. The bad blood which 
has been simmering for the past three 
or four days, boiled over. Wise, of Virginia, 
demanded that Payne be brought before 
the bar of the house for contumacy. He 
was backed by many. The speaker finally 
got some sort of order. He gave Payne 
@ severe lecture and also lectured demo- 
cratic members for not remaining in their 
seats to vote. Matters quieted and the 
house adjourned after one of the sharpest 
outbursts for a long time. 

The Day in Detail. 

In the house today, after the presentation 
of a number of executive communications 
which were appropriately referred, Mr. 
Dockery; of Missouri, introduced a bill 
fom the committee appointed to investi- 
gate the status of laws organizing the 
executive departments to improve the meth- 
ods of accounting in the department of 
the treasury. The principal features in 
the bill have all been published. 

Mr. Patterson, of Tennessee, demanded 
the regular order, which was the vote on 
Mr. Springer’s motion to lay on the table 
the motion made by Mr. Burrows to recon- 
sider the vote by which the house disagreed 
to the resolution declaring Charles F. Joy 
entitled to a seat as representative from the 
eleventh district of Missouri. 

The ayes and nays were taken on this 
motion yesterday, disclosing the presence 
of less than a quorum and the call of the 
roll was again begun. A few names had 
been called when Mr. Pruden, executive sec- 
retary of the president, appeared at the 
door with the message vetoeing the Bland 
seigniorage bill. , 

The call was suspended long enough to 
formally receive the document and have it 
laid on the speaker’s table. There it was 
examined by numerous interested represen- 
tatives, while the rest of the names on 
the roll were called off by the clerk. The 
vote resulted: Yeas 154; nays, li—not a 
quorum. 

Mr. Patterson moved a call of the house 
and on this motion filibustering was re- 
newed. After it had continued some time 
Mr. Patterson offered a resolution direct- 
ing the sergeant-at-armg to arrest and 
bring to the bar of the house all members 
absent without leave, and he was author- 
ized to employ a sufficient number of. dep- 
uties to execute the order, which was made, 
continuing after adjournment. 

Mr. Patterson demanded the previous 
question and the demand was sustained. 

The resolution was argued by Mr. Gros- 
venor and Mr. Patterson, Mr. Reed and 
Speaker Crisp, the latter having taken a 
seat among his associates on the floor. The 
former two made semi-political speeches, 
but the latter two devoted themselves gen- 
erally to the parliamentary situation be- 
fore the house. 

The Speaker Was Firm. 

The speaker refused to entertain an ap- 
peal by Mr. Lacey, of Iowa, from a ruling 
he had made and also declined to recog- 
nize Mr. Payne, of New York, who moved 
an adjournment. 

The members swarmed to the center of 
the hall, many of them shouting for recog- 
nition. The sergeant-at-arms seated first 
Mr. Reed and then Mr. Boutelle. 

While this was progressing, Mr. Payne, in 
stentorian tones, was shouting for recog- 
nition on a point of order. 

The speaker: ‘‘The chair declines to re- 
cognize the gentleman from New York for 
any purpose whatever. The question is, 
Shall the resolution of the gentleman from 
Tennessee pass?” 

Amid intense excitement, the vote (viva 
voce) was taken, and the speaker said, the 
ayes had it. 

“Division!” demanded Mr. Payne, and it 
was ordered. 

The vote was 
nays, 18. 

“Tellers!” was Payne’s next demand, “and 
pending that I move the house adjourn.” 

The speaker: “And the chair declines to 
entertain the motion.’”’ 

Mr. Payne: “I rise to a question of order.”

(Mr. Payne) to act as teller: ne had refus- 
ed. He then named the recognized leader 
of the republican minority to act, and he 
had declined. The chair did not desire, the 
speaker said, to have his appointments tung 
back in his teeth, and the vote was ordered 
to be taken im the manner indicated. (Ap- 
plause.)

Washington, March 29.—In the senate to- 
day a bill to refund the cotton tax col- 
lected from producers was introduced by 
Mr. George, of Mississippi, and referred to 
the judiciary committee.

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


Georgia Waters Get Many Small Ap- 
propriations for Improvements. 
Washington, March 29.—(Special.)—The 
river and harbor bill has been completed 
and adopted by the committee. It appropri- 
ates about nine and a half million dollars. 
Among the items are the following: Bruns- 
wick harbor, maintenance, $10,000; Cumber- 
land sound, $170,000; Darien, $25,000. The ap- 
propriation for Savannah was included in 

the sundry civil bill. 

Rivers in Georgia provided for as follows: 
Altamaha, $10,000; Chattahoochee, $30,000 (of 
this $5,000 is to be expended between West 
Point and Franklin); $10,000 for a new 
steamboat, the remainder below West Point; 
Flint, $8,000; Ocmulgee, $10,000; Oconee, $10,- 
000; Savannah river between Savannah and 
Augusta, $15,000; above Augusta, $6,000; Je- 
kyl creek, $4,000; Coosa between Rome and 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road bridge; $110,000; inside water route be- 
tween Savannah and Fernandina, $20,000. 

The secretary of war is directed to report 
whether the works projected for the im- 
provement of the Savannah harbor, wher 
completed, will afford safe anchorage for 
vessels lying in Tybee roads; if not, wheth- 
er there is necessity for so constructing 
them, giving, if so, such plans and changes 
as may be necessary. A survey has been 
ordered between Spirit island and _ the 
Charleston and Savannah railroad and the 
secretary of war was directed to prepare the 
project afd make estimate for the cost of 
improvement. 


WILL BREAK PAGE’S NECK 


For Breaking That of an Old Woman 
in North Carolina. 

Raleigh, N. C., March 29.—(Special.)}—No 
crime committed here in: many years excit- 
ed the negroes more than the murder of 
Rosa Haywood, a negro one hundred years 
old, while she was in bed the night of 
January 16th, last. Suspicion immediately 
fell on Orange Page, a negro ex-convict, 
and Mary Smith, his paramour, and also a 
rieca of old Rosa. It was found they had 
fled before daylight, and that Rosa’s prop- 
erty was taken; even her burial money and 
clothing. 

It was five weeks before the authorities 
captured Page and Mary. They were found 
at work in Edgecomb county. Page ran 
seven miles before the negro detective 
caught him, aud was then found hidden be- 
tween two beds in the house of his wife, 
who, with two children, lay upon the bed to 
conceal him. 

When the murderers were brought here 
many negroes wanted to lynch him. Today 
they were tried. The crowd in the court- 
room was the greatest ever seen there. 
Both prisoners pleaded not guilty. The 
state introduced nine witnesses, the defense 


none. 
Mary’s attorney created a sensation by 


withdrawing the plea of not guilty as to her 
and entered one of accessory before the 


fact. The state accepted. Mary told the 
story of the crime, saying Page broke, 
Rosa’s neck; that she took no part; that 
Page threatened her life and made her run 
away with him; that, while In jail he swore 
to kill her if she ever betrayed him. Page’s 
council made no argument. The jury, in a 
few minutes, returned a verdict of murder 
in the first degree as to Page, who was sen- 
tenced by Judge Hoke, to be hanged June 
lst. Mary was sentenced to life imprison- 


ment. 


INDICTMENTS RETURNED 


Against Anderson and Wright in the 
Sprinkling Scandal. 
Nashville, Tenn., March 29.—(Special.)— 
The sprinkling contract scandal developed 
another phase today when the grand jury 
returned indictments against J. J. Ander- 
son, of Nashville, and Freeman Wright 
and P. O’Connell, of St. Louis, for con- 
spiracy to bribe a city official. The com- 
mittee investigating the charges of bribery 
found that no bribery was committed, but 
the evidence pointed to the conclusion that 
a conspiracy was formed for that purpose 

but was not carried out. 

Wright first said that he had given An- 
derson $1,000 to influence the vote of a 
member of the board of public works, John 
L. Kennedy. It was proved by every party 
examined that Kennedy knew nothing of it 
and did not see the money, but the grand 
jury thought the three concerned in the 
alleged attempt should answer for their 
plan. The money was paid to Anderson, 
but got no further, Anderson claiming that 
it was paid to him for making a bond for 
the contractors and for other services. 


DEEP WATER AT CHARLESTON. 


Captain Abbott’s Survey Shows a 
Marked Deepening of the Channel. 
Charleston, S. C., March 29.—Captain 

Frederick V. Abbott, United States en- 

gineer in charge of the jetty improvements 

in Charleston harbor, has completed a new 
survey ef the approaches to Charleston 
harbor, which shows a marked deepening 
of tbe ship channel from deep water outside 
to deep water inside the bar. 

By the survey of last December 

there was a shoal of onc thousand feet 

in width at the inner end of the channel 
and this shoal ‘has been narrowed to about 

twenty feet. In December there was a 

clear channel of twenty feet and six inches 

and in the new survey there is a clear 
channel of twenty-two feet and four 
inches. The scour of the channel is con- 
siderable and the work of deepening the 
channel is going on steadily and constantly. 
The official survey shows that there has 
been a net gain of nearly two feet in the 
depth of the jetty ship channel in three 
months. It is safe to say that by the 
end of the year ships drawing twenty-five 
feet can come in Charleston harbor at high 
tide with several inchés of water tu spare 
under their keels. 


EIGHT CHILDREN PERISHED 


In the Burning of a House at Charles- 
ton, W. Va. 

Charleston, W. Va. March 29.—John 
Wilts’s residente, at McKendree, was 
burned this morning. His eight children 
and Miss Mollie Henrick, a servant, were 
burned to death. Two of the children. were 
twins, six weeks old. Mrs. Wilts made an 
effort to save them, but she had to leave 
them to perish with the others of the fam- 
ily. The fire occurred at 6 o'clock, and the 
roof was falling in when discovered. Mr.

Governor’ Northen's announcement of 
the appointment of Hon. Charles F. 
Crisp to the senate to succeed the late 
Senator Colquitt, will be received with

Attention is called to the work al- 
ready accomplished in this line, and 
the advantages that have been gained 
by it. In the language of our Washing- 
ton contemporary, “it looks like very 
small economy to shut off so small an 
outlay as $196,000 a year, which is so 
largely outweighed by its accruing bene- 
fits.’’

We judge from this re- 
markable statement that The Telegraph, 
instead of considering the matter, has 
jumped to a conclusion that is not war- 
ranted by history, nor by experience, nor 
by the logic of the situation. It is well 
to reinember that the stock of $600,000,- 
000 of gold is purely the result of cuess- 
work. Nobody knows where it is. It 
plays no part whatever in the published 
figures of bank reserves. Wherever it is, 
it is not in criculation. it euts no figure 
in business. The gold in the treasury 
is not in circulation, the gold in the 
banks is not in circulation, and the gold 
in private hands is hoarded. So that, 
to all intents and purposes, our stock 
of gold has already disappeared. The 
Statisticians may figure as much as they 
please, but the gold they figure to be iu 
the country is not in sight nor in cireu- 
lation, and the business of the country 
is practically getting on without it. The 
peuple are paying a monstrous premium 
on gold in the shape of shrunken values, 
low prices, low wages and business de- 
pression, and are getting in return none 
of the advantages they would secure if 
gold were in active cireulation. 

A little refiection—a little study of 
cause and effect—will show that there 
cannot be a premium on gold until sub- 
stantially all the gold in the country is 
driven out. There is no demand for gold 
now among the great majority of busi- 
ness men and producers of this country; 
and the demand will be still less when 
silver is made, equally with gold, the 
money standard of the country. The 
demand for gold will be limited to those 
corporations that have sold their bonds 
in Europe, and to the importers whose 
interests alone are subserved by 
“international money.” We shall have 
in the treasury, not a gold reserve, but 
2 coin reserve composed of both gold 
and silver. Thus the law as it stands 
would be fully complied with, for there 
is not an obligation of the government 
that is payable in gold, All are payable 
in coin.

Would 
those who own it load it on ships and 
send it abroad as fast as steam could 
carry it, and thus bring about the terri- 
ble collapse which our Macon contempo- 
rary has pictured. The truth is, gold 
can only go out through the channels of 
trade. People who own it do not give 
it away, and it could only go out of this 
country in exchange for some equivalent. 
It could only go out gradually. ~ As it 
went out, silver would take its place. 
There could be no sudden rise in prices 
and no sudden fall. Consequently, there 
could be no such collapse as The Tele- 
graph sees with its’ mind’s eye. 

Our gold can only go out as the equiva- 
lent of some other article for which there 
is a demand in this country. But lef us 
say it would go out at the rate of $100,- 
000,000 a year.. We should have the 
equivalent of the gold in some shape or 
other, and with silver to take the place 
of the gold as money, there would be no 
strain on values and prices one way or 
another. Estimating the product of our 
gold mines at $35,000,000 a year, ten 
years would be required to send out all 
our gold. 

We are not taking into consideration 
our exports—our wheat, cotton, corn, 
petroleum, and other articles that Europe 
must buy and pay for. We are follow- 
ing the plain suggestion of The Tele- 
graph that ‘these exports would sud- 
denly cease, and that we should be com- 
pelled to pay for our imports of Euro- 
pean merchandise in gold. Leaving 
these things out of view, what would be 
the effect of the addition in the course 
of ten vears, of $600,000,000 in gold to 
the stock now held in Europe? That 
amount is 20 per cent of the $3,000,000.- 
000 of gold with which our treasury re- 
ports credit Europe. What effect would 
this addition have on prices in Europe? 
Would it not cause them to rise? And 
is it not to the interest of the producers 
of this country to be able to get good 
prices in Europe? There would = be 
another result. The rise of prices in 
Europe would show that the value of 
gold had diminished—that the heavy 
hands of robbery and oppression had 
been lifted from the debtor class, and 
that the people who pay the gold inter- 
est on the debt of Europe had experi- 
enced a measure of relief. 

To sum up the result—there would be 
no decrease of the money supply of this 
country even if gold did go abroad, for 
silver would take its place. On the other 
hand, there would be an increase in the 
motley supply of Europe, and this would 
result in giving the people of this country 
good prices for their products. 

Our Macon contemporary is in favor 
of international bimetallism—is in favor 
of compelling the people of this country 
to submit to the wrongs and outrages 
that result from a diminishing money 
supply, until it is the pleasure of Europe 
to afford them relief. When will that

It is but a step from Speaker Crisp 
to Senator Crisp and the governor has 
asked the speaker to take it, It is hoped 
that he will do so, with the assurance 
that the legislature will promptly ratify 
the governor’s action. 


How It Was Received. 

The Associated Press gives a very sig- 
nificant account of the manner in which 
the news that the president had vetoed 
the seigniorage bill and called for more 
bonds was received in the house. 

“A few of the eastern democrats,’ it 
says, “plumed themselves on the accura- 
ey of their predictions. But to the vast 
majority the news of the veto was a 
severe blow, and their expressions of dis- 
satisfaction in some cases were loud and 
emphatic. The republicans seemed to 
be greatly elated at the confusion and 
the havoc created in the democratic 
camp by the message.” 

Of course! 

The republicans have not achieved a 
more notable victory in years than that 
Which called from them yesterday such 
enthusiastic demonstrations of approval 
on the floor of the house. The democrats 
were humiliated, mortified and depressed 
and the republicans were elated with 
joy “by the confusion and havoc 
created.” 

Just a little more than one year ago 
Mr. Cleveland was inaugurated presi- 
dent. The democratic party was never in 
better trim, never more powerful, and 
never more capable of executing the 
great work to which it has been com- 
mitted for years. 

But the apple of discord was thrown 
into its ranks by the eastern contingent, 
which is evidently fwly determined to 
rule or ruin the party. Mr. Cleveland 
has become the exponent of this ele- 
ment, and the democracy of the south 
and west have at last become convinced 
that, so far as he is concerned, they 
have little to expect against the combi- 
nation of republicans and eastern demo- 
crats, aided by a mere handful of south- 
ern sympathizers, whose patronage ob- 
ligations take precedenee of their party 
fealty. 

But it may all work out for the best! 
If recent developments serve to convince 
the people of the south that hereafter 
they must vote to put no man in office 
who cannot be depended upon to co- 
operate to the fullest extent in redeem- 
ing every pledge of the party’s platform, 
it cannot be said that the lesson learned 
from the experience with Mr. Cleveland 
will be unavailing. 

Party organization must be protected, 
and the best way to do it is to let all 
democrats unite in pledging themselves 
to support only those who are unre- 
servedly in favor of supporting the demo- 
cratic platform.

GENERAL EVANS MAKES If HOT 


He Points Out the Bepublican In- 


spiration in the Attacks.

A New York Republican Fightinga Dem- 
ocratic Candidatein Georgia— Mr. At- 
kinson Claims to Be Having Fun. 


Hawkinsville, Ga., March 29.—(Special.)-—- 
The last of the joint debates has been had 
und the gallant hero of the sixties comes 
off with fiying colors. TThe debate was held 
under difficulties, but despite all these it 
was a glorious success, and if the estimates 
of the supporters of General Evans are of 
any value, the candidate of the people ig 
sure to carry, not only this county, but the 
surrounding counties of this garden spot of 
the earth—middle Georgta. 

‘The features of today’s debate were Colo- 
nel AtKinson’s challenge for a continuance 
of the debates, and General Evans's arraign- 
ment of the cabal of newspapers, which, he 
says, are arrayed against him. 

Cvlonel Atkinson repeated his charge that 
General Evans refused to make a speech in 
Kmanuel county in 1892, declining on the 
score of his ministerial duties. 

weneral Evans touched with scathing 
tongue upon his opponent's pretensions and 
riddied his claims for further preferment at 
the hands of the people, at least now, 

lt was a lively debate from the start off, 
neither speaker had any cause to complain 
of his reception at the hands of his friends. 
There was a threshing of old straw that is 
inevitable to such campaigning,’ but the 
points made were new to the audience and 
were enjoyed as they have been elsewhere. 

Today's meeting was held out of doors. 
The weather was threatening at the start, 
but soon after the arrival of the campaign- 
ers the sun broke through the clouds and 
by the hour set for the speaking the day 
had assumed the proportions of an ideal 
spring day in middle Georgia, which means 
everything that is bright and beautiful. 
True the fag end of the cold wave was here 
to make its presence felt and overcoats 
were very comfortable. The wind blew in 
a@ way caiculated to disconcert the speakers. 
The speaking took place in a natural amphi- 
theater about a quarter of a mile from 
town and unfortunately the wind was so 
reguiated as to sweep through the ravine 
in which the stands were located, blowing 
hard at the backs of the speakers and the 
newspaper men on the stand. On the sides 
of the hill seats for about 800 people had 
been arranged. By 11 o'clock 1,500 people 
were on hand and soon these were augment- 
ed to 2,000. 

Captain R,. W. Anderson, one of Pulaski’s 
most prominent citizens, presided at to- 
day's meeting, and right at the start sprang 
anew feature in the shape of an eloquent 
prayer from Rey. J. W. Ryder, who invoked 
divine blessing in the interest of harmony 
and peace. The candidates stood with 
heads reverently bowed during this invoca- 
tion, and then proceeded to belabor each 
other in the most approved campaign fash- 
ion. ; 

General Evans had the opening and the 
conclusion. He began with a touching 
tribute to Senator Colquitt, referring to him 
as the friend of his boyhood, his preceptor 
in politics, one of Georgia’s greatest, brav- 
est and best men. “Could his voice be 
raised here today,’’ said he, ‘“‘it would be 
for no further dispute and dissension in 
the party.’’ Then he referred to the fact 
that woth candidates stand squarely together 
on national and state issues and that both 
Sincerely favor the carrying out of the 
pledges of the party platform. The issues 
then are purely personal, Mr. Atkinson 
said he claims the office simply on the 
ground that he has had many offices and 
these entitle him to more. He then anal- 
yzed Mr. Atkinson's public service as he 
has done before, claiming that his opponent 
deserved no especial credit for his acts be- 
fore the legislature for which he is claim-

We have met “ach other on persona] 
issues and the decision as to a continuance 
must rest with the committee into whose 
hands it has beer. consigned. I’m _ not 
afraid to meet him on any stump before 
any people, anywhere, even if he does look 
so fiercely at me. If I wasn’t an old con- 
federate soldier [I might, perhaps, be 
afraid.’ 

The general, after answering briefly the 
questions which had been fired at him, 
wound up wWith an eloquent reference to 
his own work for the state. ‘‘He has had 
five offices and had something to do with 
five bills, according to his own account,’’ 
said the genera’. “I have five scars on my 
body representing four years of service for 
my state which I will put against his rec- 
ord.’’ Referring to Atkinson’s usual ap- 
peal for votes from the young men, the gen- 
eral said he knew the young men who now 
had four-fifths of the offices, would be gen- 
erous to this old veteran who was asking 
for his first. ‘‘We only want a division,” 
said he. 

“That’s all I ask,’’ said Mr. Atkinson. 

“Well, agreed,’’ was the general’s prompt 
rejoinder, ‘“‘but I'll take mine now. You've 
had five and this is the first I’ve asked for.”’ 

This wound up the fun. The friends of

The railroads from the west to Augusta, 
and on to Florida, are now working a big 
scheme. They want to run through trains 
from St. Louis to the Land of Flowers by 
the way of Atlanta and Augusta. 

he Louisville and Nashville, the Georgia, 
Port Royal and Augusta, ana the Florida 
Centra! and Peninsular are the four roads 
that are trying to make this connection. 
The Louisville and Nashville runs to St 
Louis and would haul the trains from that 
city to Atlanta, entirely over its own lines, 
by the way of Evansville, Nashville and 
Chattanooga. At Atlanta the Louisville 
and Nashville would turn the train over 
to ahe Georgia road, which would haul it 
to Augusta, where it would be delivered to 
the Port Royal and Augusta and carried 
down to Fairfax, where it would connect 
with the Florida Central and Peninsular, 
which would carry it on through (9 Jack- 
sonville. 

It is intended to work this schedule up for 
next fall and it has about been decided 
upon. Vestibuled trains will be run on this 
line and fast time will be made. The sched- 
ule between Augusta and the west as well 
as to Florida will be greatly reduced. 

Lamont Not Coming. 

The people of Augusta have been contem- 
plating the pleasure of a visit from Secreta- 
ry of War Dan Lamont, who is now trav- 
eling through the south, but they will be 
disappointed, for he cannot coms. He was 
wanted here so he could see for himself 
the handsome site offered for the location 
of the proposed army headquarters in the 
south.

Atweod Violett & Co’s. Cotton Letter. 


By Private Wire to J. C. Knox, Manager. 

NEW YORK, March 29.—All the informa- 
tion and the general appearance of the mar- 
ket today has been ot a bullish character. 
We sent a number of inquiries to the im- 
portant points in the south today asking if 
the smali receipts were due to bad weather. 
The replies, almost without exception, were 
that the weather is not interferimg to any 
appreciable extent, if at all. A better spot 
demand is developing, New Orleans Saies 
being between 4,000 and 5,000 bales at 1-l6c 
better, while Montgomery reports sales of 
2,000 bales. The southern milis are reported 
as doing a splendid business. Cotton is 
going away from the interior towns and 
being exported, and they may soon wake 
up to the fact that there will not be enough 
cotton at their local points to supply their 
needs from now until the crop comes in 
because foreign spinners have yet to take a 
considerable of what is left. The demand 
is becoming better, and the supply smaller, 
and while Liverpool is doing well, with 
spot sales of 12,000 bales, this country is on 
the eve perhaps of taking more, because 
northern spinners show signs of doing some- 
thing and will thus enter into competition 
with the English and continental consumers. 
The veto of the Bland bill today makes 
the situation stronger commercially, and 
did much to advance this market, the total 
of which was 15 points since yesterday’s 
closing. The whole market is broadening 
and speculation becoming more active, 
which means there is a larger interest in it, 
and with the help of Liverpool, which now 
seems probable, an advance of consider- 
able proportion might take place. We are 
over-exporting ourselves because we have 
sent away. from this country 1,047,000 bales, 
while the excess in sight of this crop over 
the last is only 585,000. Great. Britain and 
the continent will get no new cotton to 
speak of until October next, and what may 
happen during the planting and growing 
season is one of the unknown quantities 
that is more likely to be in favor of than 
against cotton. The shipments from Bom- 
bay, which, about November ist last were 
expected to be 300,000 bales larger than last 
year, .were estimated at only 10,000 bales 
more about February Ist, and yet now the 
estimate has been reduced 100,000 bales less 
than last year, making 400,000 bakes differ- 
ence in their expectations. Liverpool closed 
3 points better than yesterday. Unless Liv- 
erpool responds, however, it may be difficult 
to farce much improvement, as without that 
support we’ shall find it difficult to get the 
necessary stimulation.

NEW YORK, March 29.—The Sun’s cot- 
ton review says: Cotton advanced 13 to 15 
points, closing 10 to 12 points higher for the 
day, and steady after a larger business..

Louisiana Indians. 


From The New York Evening Post. 

About 300 Choctaw and Biloxi Indians 
still remain in Louisiana, and it is proposed 
to deport them to the Indian Territory. 
Except for a love of forast life and inherent 
skill in trecking wild game, they are very 
much like their white neighbors, dressing 
in the same fashion, indulging the same 
vices and dabbling in politics. The men 
vote regularly at the elections, and one of 
their ieaders, Banks Johnson, is a shrewd 
politician. Few of these people speak the 
Indian tongue, and close intermarriages 

have weakened them intellectually. In 
physical strength they have also degener- 
ated, so mahy of them falling victims to 
pneumonia during the damp winter season 
that their extinction in their present dom- 
icile is a question of only a short time. 
Banks Johnson being asked if his people 
cunsented to being moved to the Indian 
Territory, said: “We do not really want 
to leave. We would rather stay here. But 
it is galling for the Indian to be brought 
daily into contact with the people who have 
deprived him of his birthright. The -whites 
despise the natives. In the Indian nation 
we shall be with our own people. We shall 
have a chance to educate our children, such 
as is not afforded here. We can acquire 
property, and not run the risk of having to 
yleld it up to a rapacious neighbor. In 
other words, we are recognized there as 
having been deprived of our righ#3 by the 
white men, and some effort is made in rep- 
aration.’ In weaving baskets and tanning 
hides the Louisiana Indians show no mean 
skill, but most of their time is spent in 
hunting. They aré remarkable marksmen. 
Their bows will carry with accuracy be- 
tween fifty ana~sixty yards. The arrows 
are made of cdnes, unheaded, if intended 
for bird hunting, headed with filed nails if 
for deer hunting.
